Central Government also appoints Shri Maneesh Kumar, Deputy Director Air Safety, as Secretary to the Committee. 

The Committee will also take assistance of other experts/agencies whenever required. 

The Headquarters of the Committee will be at New Delhi. • 

The Committee will complete its inquiry and submit its report to the Central Government within eight weeks of its 
constitution. Arrangements for accommodation, transport, secretarial assistance etc. to the Committee will be provided/ 
rendered by the Directorate General of Civil Aviation.
